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ory and practice, it has a distinctivesocial charcter, and 
unites the members in one common bond of sympathy 
and fraternal alleviance. 


THE ASSESSMENTS 


ca:l for but one dollar at a time, and are so interspersed 
through the different months of the yeur as to render 
, the paymeut thereof no hardship te 1 member in the 
most humble financial circumstances. The total amount 
called for during the year can be expected to be about 
$16, and will certainly not exceed $19. 


THE BBNEFICIARY FUND 


of two thousand:dollars is not a charity, but aright On 
the death of a brother the Recorder and Master Work- 
man of his lodge notifiy the Grand Recorder of On- 
tario, who at once pays over the sum of two thousand 
dollars through the proper channels. This money is 
derived from the members in this manner: Each broth- 
er, on receiving the second or W. Degree, pays into 
the hands of the proper officer in his own Lodge the 
sum of one dollar. On the death of a second degree 
member in good standing, the Grand Recorder notifies 
the Recorder of each Subordinate Lodge. 


THE SUBORDINATE LODGE 


at once transmits the beveficiary fee in its hands (being 
one dollar for.each Master Workman on its roll at the 
time of death), and notifies its own members of the 
death. Within twenty days from the date of this 
notice, each W, Degree member pays to the financier 
of his lodge ore dollar, to be kept in waiting for the 
next assessment, The officers of the Grand and Subordi- 
nate Lodges are required to give sufficient bonds for the 
faithful discharge of their duties. 


The system is simple, easily understood, economical 
in its workings, and in all its details come under the 
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direct observation and care of the members who meet 
weekly in their Lodges where the business is transacted. 


PROTECTION AT NET COST 


All money paid on assessment for the Beneficiary 
Fund goes to the payment of death benefits without re- 
duction even for expenses, ‘these being provided for out 
of the General Fund raised in each Lodge. This fund 
is made up from initation fees and weckly dues of from 
three to four dollars per year The advantage which 
each member derives from the social, fraternal and edu- 
cational features of the Order, and the good whic is ac- 
complished by it in these respects, afford a more than 
ample return for the sum he pays into the General Fund, 
which meets all the expenses of the Order, leaving the 
entire Beneficiary Fund intact for the beneficient pur— 
pose for which it is intended. There are no commis- 
sions, fees or salaries to be paid out of it, but the entire 
amount paid in goes to the widows, orphans and other 
heirs of deceased brethren. Thus the Beneficiary sys- 
tem may be fairly said to be carried on absolutely with 
out any working expenses, and, at the same time, to be 
more closely under the observation of those interested in 
it, and more carefully guarded than any other method 
adopted for similar purposes. 


The general average of mankind are unable to—or, at 
least, in the course of events, do not provide ap inuhcri- 
tance for their families amounting to $2,000, to assist 
them when they are called away. But there is no man 
of ordinary health and ordinary intelligence who cannot 
pay from’ $15 to $20 per vear, when divided into monthiy 
ussessments as are the payments wiicu secure to the 
A eae of a deceased member-of this Order the sum of 

,000. 


PERMAHENCY OF THE ORDER. 


Some of tc main arguments which antagonists to 
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fraternal endowment societies are constantly bringing 
forward are these: ‘‘For a few vears your societies 
will get along with eighteen or twenty assessments, but 
is it not reasonable that every additional year adds a 
year to the age of every living member and that after 
awhile the death rate will be immense and the assess- 
ments enormous, and that if 1,000 men at an average age 
of forty start together in 1882, in 1912 (30) years they 
will all be dead, except three or four who will have paid 
gut their money for all the rest, and there will beno one 
left to pay for them?” ; 


One hundred years ago there were large associations 
of men, under the title of Masons, Foresters and Druids, 
of an average of forty years each. Seventy years ago 
«large number of men belonged to what is called the 
Mancuester Unity Odd Fellows. Fifty years ago hun- 
dreds belonged to what are known as the Amcrican Odd 
Fellows 


No one supposes that a single individual who was a 
member of any of these Orders seventy or one hundrod 
years ago ig alive to-day. But how is it about the 
Orders themselves and their present status? Are they 
dead? Is anyone left to pay for deaths now? 


What do the records show? ‘Tens of thousands of 
men belonging to the Masons, Durids, Foresters, etc., 
and the average age the same that it was one hundred, 
seventy or fifty years ago. What would it have cost 
each cf these members annually to have paid $2,000 at 
every death that has occurred in their Urders? 


Will it not be fair to take the sixty-third year of ex-— 
istence of ore of these socities to answer this question? 
surely the death rate has reached its maximum by this 
time. In fact the death rate of 1881 in the 1. O. O. F. 
was a little above the average, but it will do for ex- 
ample. 


Turn to page 8900, Journal 8S. G@ L., 1.0.0 F., 1882. 
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First-—-Members, December 30, 1880, 458,053. Collect 
twenty dollars each from them as a benefit fund; it 
amounts to $9,121,069 


Second—Members initiated, 46,274; twenty dol ars 
from each $925,480 


Third— Admitted by card; 8,825; twenty dollars from 
each $176,500. 


Fourth— Reinstat d, 6,617; twenty dollars from each 
$132,340. 


Total of old membcrs, initations, admissions by card. 
and reinstatements for year, 517 769. Total collections 
at twenty dollars each, $10,355,380. 


Now, page 8901, same Journal: Deaths for year 5,- 
036; at $2,000 each they would have cost $10,072,000, 
or $283,380 more than was necessary. We will say 
nothing of interest, which would be a profitable feature 
in such an arrangement, A1l that is desired tobe shown 
is that this Order, like all other progressive Orders, has 
a uniform death rate of one per cent., and that twenty 
dollars per year, on an average, will pay $2,000 at a 
death, and that Orders, like communities, after twenty- 
five year or so Cannot grow any older 


Aguin, to illustrate: Take census of tie United States 
for two years 1860—Population between twenty-one 
and fifty years of age, male and female, sick and well. 
13,000,000; deatts in said year between twenty-one and 
fifty, 96,000. How much would it have cost those be- 
tween tweuty-one and fifty to have paid $2,000 at the 
death of each person between twenty-one and fifty in 
1890? Fourteen dollars and seventy-seven cents. 


Take twenty years later. 1880—population between 
twenty-one and fiftv, 20,000,000; deaths between twenty- 
one and fifty, 142, 000; cost to the living,fourteen dollars 
and twenty cents e: ach.

Willi one hundred years more make any perceptible 
difference in the average age or death rate in the United 
States? No. Neither ‘vill it in the age or death rate of 
any progressive Order. 


ELEVATE THE STANDARD.

The road is 
often rough and thoray, obstacles and perils are fre- 
quently encountered and trouble and darkness m ike 
the way uncertain. He who bravely carries himself, 
whether in sunshine or storm, he who has words 0! com- 
fort for the sinking one deserves the admiration and grat- 
itude of his fellows, We cannot eseape the troubles 
that may come, but we can bear them with fortitnde, 
thereby setting an exampie for others. 


The Ancient Order of United Workmen is not au in- 
firmary, nora hospital fer the sick, though its members 
must and d» have ilinesses; but when almitted every 
¢ undidate must be sound in b:dyand mind Here, then, 
are more than o1e hundred and twenty-three thousand 
.uen who are carefully examined and are specimens of 
stalwart manhood. Our band is but a smal! part of the 
population of the United States and Canada, but it exerts 
a mighty influcuce upon those who are not of us. Such 
an army ought to be cipable of great good, not only to 
themselvis, bui to those a ound them. 


The membcr who looks upon the Order simply as. an 
insurance organizalion, and after having taken upon his 
lips fraternal vows, thinks his duty done when he has 
pid his : assesments and duces, is unworthy of our name. 
We are not a cid-byiow ded, lifeless, soulless corporation, 
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but aliving association, earnest, active, striving for better 
things and despising the lew, the base and the mean. 
So our society, through its members, ought to steadfastly 
seek to elevate our standard and that of the world around 
them. 

The watchwords of the Order are “Charity, Hope and 
Protection.” Its teachings appeal to the better impulses 
of mankind and create a feeling of brother hood and 
kindly regard. 


~BY-[AWS. 


NAME. 


1. This Lodge shall be known as_ Kingsville 
Lodge, No, 30, A. O. U. W.; holding a legal charter 
granted by the Grand Lodge, of Ontario, shal! consist of 
at least twelve members, and cannot voluntarily surren- 
der its chartcr, or dissolve, so long as seven members in 
good standing object thereto. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


2. No person shall be admitted to membership in this 
Lodge unless he be a free white male of the full age of 
21 years and of good moral character, able and compet- 
ent to earn a livelihood for himself and family, and a 
believer in a supreme being, the creator of the Universe. 


3 Application for membership shall be made in 
writing and signed by the applicant, stating his age, oc- 
cupation and residence, and the applicant must be 
recommended by two members of the Lodge in good 
standing. 


4. Each application must be accompanied by the 
sum of $3 and a certificate from the Lodge physician, 
who shall be a legally qualified mcdical practitioner of 
the Province of Ontario. 


5. The application shall be read at a regular meeting 
of the Lodge, entered on the minutes, and referied to a 
committee of three brothers, (two of whom shall be ap- 
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pointed by the M. W. and one by the F.) whose duty it 
shall be to enquire into and report at the next regular 
meeting of the lodge, as to the character and fitness of 
the applicant to become a member. If the report be 
favorable, the applicant shall be balloted for; if the re- 
port be unfavorable, he shall be declared rejected. If 
a ballot is taken and all tue balls are white, or only one 
black ball appears, the applicant shall be declared elect- 
ed. If there shall appear two or more black balls the 
M. W. shall declare the ballot unfavorable, but before 
the candidate shall be declared rejected, by resolution 
of the Lodge, a second ballot may be taken, which mo- 
tion shall be put without discussion, and, if still un- 
favorabie, the candidate shall be declared rejected, and 
no other balloting for the same applicant shall take 
place for the space of six months thereafter. 


6. Should an applicant be rejected, the proposition fee 
‘shall be returned immediately to the member by whom 
he was propcsed, and the grand recorder shall be im- 
mediately notified of such rejection. 

7. An applicant who has been elected shall be noti- 
fied of his election by the recorder within six days 
thereafter, and should he fail or neglect to present him- 
self for initation or admission for four stated meet- 
ings of the lodge, after being duly notified of his elec- 
tion, unless prevented by sickness or some other mna- 
voidable occurerce, he shall forfeit his proposition fee. 


8, Should it appear at any time to the satsfaction of 
this Lodge that misrepresentation has been made in or- 
der to become a member therof, it shall then become the 
duty of the Ledge, on motion to that effect, to bring to 
trial the member gnilty of such misrepresentation. 


9. Every member on his admission, shail sign a 
promise to support and abide by the constitution and 
by-laws of this logde, ard pay all legal demands against 
him, so Jong as he shall remain a member of the order. 
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10. A proposition for membership may be withdrawn 
by the proposer previous to the report of the investigat— 
ing committee. 


MEETINGS. 


11. Special meetings shall be called by the M. W.,, 
when requested so to do, in writing, by seven W. in 
good standing, provided always not less than 12 hours’ 
notice of the time and object thereof be given by the re- 
corder, by means of a written or printed circular, or 
verbally, to every member of this Lodge residing in the 
village of Kingsville, and no other business than that 
for which the meeting was called shall be discussed at 
any such meeting. 


12 Five memb2rs, including the M. W., F., or P. M. 
W.. shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


DUES. 


18. The dues of a member of this Lodge shall be $2 
per year, or 50 cents per quarter in advance, paid at 
regular meetings of the Lodge. Any member living 
within teu miles of the Lodge room failing to comply 
with the above requirements shall be charged double, 
viz., their dues shall be $4 per year or $1 quarterly, 
ubless an unaveidable occurrence prevents, such as sick- 
ness or absence from ijome, which excuse shall be known 
to the Lodge in writing. Dues to commence from 
the date of receiving the W. degree. See article 9, page 
48 Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 


INITATION AND DEGREE FEES. 


14. From 21 to 30 years of age—Degree fees $3. 
Medical examination $1, advance assessment $1 in ad- 
dition to section 4. From 80 to 40 years of age ,Degree 
fees $7, ‘medical examination $1, advance assessment 
$1 in addition tosection 4. From 40 to 50 years of age, 
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Degree fees $11, medical cxamination $1; advance 
assessment $1 in addition to section 4. 


15. Each member upon making application for the 
W.. Degree shall conform to al’ the requirements set 
forth in the beneficiary, 


DEGREES. 


1§. See Constitution of Subordinate Lodge, article V, 
sections 1 and 2 page 42. 


17. No brother shall enter or retire during initation 
or conferring of degrees, unless in eases of extreme 
emergency, and then only by permission of the M. W. 


CLERANCES AND FINAL CARDS. 


18. The fee chargeable for clearance and final cards 
shall be 50 cents cach, the applicant shall also comply 
with all the requirements laid down ir article XII, sec- 
tions 1,2 and 3 and 10, pages 49, 50, 51 and 52, Subordi- 
uate Lodge constitution, 


DEPOSIT OF CLERANCE CARDS. 


19. Any brother under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Lodge of Ontario, having a clerance card, and wishing 
to deposit the same with this Lodge, shall pay into the 
funds of the Lodge the sum of 50 cents 


20. Any brother from an outside jurisdiction wishing 
to join by card shall pay the sum of $5, together with 
the amount required by section 3 article 7, Grand Lodge 
Constitution, and by section 8 article 12, Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution, and they shall also fully comply 
with article XII, Section 8, pages 51 and 52, Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution. 

OFFICERS. 


21, The officers of this Lodge shall be such as are pre- 
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scribed in article V1,Sections 1 and 2, page 43, Subordinate 
Lodge Constitution, tozether with physiciwns, wao shall 
be the Medical Examiners of the Lodge, and who shall 
be elected on the last meeting night in December. The 
physicians elect must be regular qualified medical prac- 
tioners, holding a legal diploma from th: college of 
physicians and surgeons of the Province of Ontario. 


NOMINATIONS, 


22. See article VII, Sections 1 and 2, page 48, Subor- 
dinate Lodge Constitution. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


23. As provided in article VIII, sections 1 and 2, page 
44, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 


INSTALLATION. 


24. As provided in article IX, sections 1 and 2 Subor- 
dinate Lodge Constitution. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


35 The duties of the several Lodge Officers and Trus- 
tees Shall be such as are prescribed in article X, Sections 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, pages 45, 46, 47 
and 48, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 


REMOVAL OF OFFICERS AND VACANCIES, 


26. See article XIV, Sections 1, 2 and 3, paves 58 and 
54, Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 


COMMITTEES. 


27. The M. W., on the night of his installation, shall 
appoint (subject to the approval of the Lodge) the fol- 
lowing standing comu.noittees to serve for the current, 
year, viz.,—A business committee, a relief committee, a 
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finauce committee, a property committee, and @ library 
committee 


28. Tho business committee shall consist of three 
members whose duties sh ul be such as are prescribed in 
article X, Section 11, page 48, Subordinate Lodge Consti- 
tution. 


29. The Relief Committee shall consist of the M. W.., 
Foreman and Overseerer, of which the M. W. shall be 
the chairman thereof. 


30, It shall be the duty of the M. W. to make such 
arrangements that sick brothers of the Lodge, if within 
one mile of the village of Kingsville, shall be visited 
once tach day during his illness, by at least one mem- 
ber of this committee, to keep a correct roll of the names 
and residences of all the brethern of the Lodge for the 
use of the committee. and whenever circumstances Te- 
quire it, to call upon as many of the brothers in order as 
they stand upon such roll as may be necessary to secure 
the attendance and services of two brothers to watch 
nightly with any sick brother. | 


31. In cases of contagious or infectious diseases, it shall 
not be incumbent on members of this committee, per- 
sonally, to visit the sick brother; and should attendance 
be required, instead of calling upon the brother as 
above specified, the M. W. may employ a nurse or the 
Lodge may instruct him to employ one, services of such 
nurse to be paid from the General Fund of the Lodge. 


32. Should any member not inform the M, W. of his 
inability to attend, or neglecting to attend afer signify- 
ing that hz would (unless prevented by sickness or other 
unavoidable circumstances) then the Lodge, on motion, 
ean order that he be fined a sum not less than $1 as the 
circumstances of the case may demand; proyide how- 
ever, that the brother shall have the privilege of provid— 
ing an acceptable substitue to take his place in attending 
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upon the sick brother. They shall also comply with 
section 12. article 10, Subordinate Lodge Constituticn., 


FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


23. This committee shall consist of three members, 
whose duty it shall be to superivtend the financial affuirs 
of the lodge; to inspect, examine and report upon all ac: 
counts pr«sented to the Lodge fer payment. at or before 
the regular meeting next fc lowing the presentation of 
such account, or accounts; provided always that all :ic- 
counts,are presented to them in detail. They shall audit 
monhtly the accounts, books. &e., of the rccorder, reeciver 
financier; and present a report of their finding from the 
monthly report of the financier and recorder,to the Lodge 
on the first regular meeting of each month, and perform 
such other duties.of a like character as may be from time 
to time referrcd to them by the Lodge or the M. W. 


PROPERTY COMMITTEE. 


34. The M. W. shall, on the night of installation, ap- 
point a property committee which shall consist of three 
members including the guide, who shail be chairman 
thereof, whoso duty it shall be to take charge of all 
Regalia and other Lodge furniture; to procure such 
articles as may be required or as the Lodge may direct; 
to cause all repairs to be made to Regalia or other Lodge 
property as to them may scem fit, or the Lodge may di- 
rect; and to make a repert of their doings, together with 
a complete schedule with price attached of all property 
of the Lodge in their charge at the Jast mecting in each 
term. This. committce shall in no case expend a grcal- 
er Sum it any one term than $4 without the conscnt of 
the Lodge in regular form. 


LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


35. This committee shal! consist of three members, 
whose duty sbal! be to take charge of the Library. and 
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keep an inventory of the books, and make all purchases 
of books ordered by the Lodge, and report fully at the end 
of each term, and it shaJl be the duty of the recorder to 
enter all books taken from the Library by members and 
check off same when returned. 


INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


86. It shall be the duty of the Investigating Committee 
appointed under article II, Section 5of the by-laws to 
rigidly and impartially ascertain the age, state of health 
habits and general character of the applicant, also if 
any hereditary disease exists in his family history, as far 
as possible, and report the same to Lodge at its next 
regular meeting after such reference, unless excused by 
ti.e Lodge. See Constitution, pages 40 and 41. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


37. Special committees may be appointed from time to 
time as occasion may require or the Lodge may direct. 


INVESTMENT OF FUNDS. 


38. Investment of all moneys of the Lodge shal! be de- 
posit.d by and in the name of the Lodge, in some char- 
tered bank of the Province (such bank to be designated 
by a vote of the Lodge); all evidence or certificate there- 
of shail be kept by the Lodge; all interest or other income, 
(rents, &c.,) accruing therefrom shall be duly demand- 
ed and received by them, and the amount thereof paid 
over forthwith to the financier for delivery to the re- 
ceiver. 


39. Should it at any time become necessary to with- 
draw any moneys so deposited (the amount having 
been duly and regularly passed by a vote of the Lodge) 
the cheques to withdraw the same shall be signed by 
the M. W. «rd receiver and coui tersjgened by the re- 


a 


corder. 


BONDS. 


40, The financier, receiver and trustees shall give bonds 
in such amounts as shall be designated by a vote of the 
Lodge on the night of election; such bondsshall be filed 
with the M. W. and approved of by the Lodge, previous 
to the installation of such officers, see Constitution, 1887, 
pages 46 and 47, article X, sections 6, 7 and 10. 


COMPENSATION OF SUCH OFFICERS. 


41 The recorder and financier shall receive such com- 
pensation as may be designated by a vote of the Lodge 
on the night of the election, which shall be payeble 
quarterly. 


SICK BENEFIMS, 


42. Every brother who has been a member of this 
Lodge for six morths,and in good standing, if rendered i- 


~ capable of followi ing or superintending his usual or cthcr 


attainable occupation by sickness or other disability, not 
occasioned by drunkenness or other immoral eonduct on 
his part, the Lodge shall appropriate from its general 
fund a sum sufficieat to pay all dues and assessments ac- 
eruing against him during the period of such sickness 
or disability, provided always that sueh sickncss or dis- 


-ability be of at least two weeks’ duration, and not to ex- 
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eeed twelve months; provided, however, that the Lodge 
may continue such benefits should the case require it, 
on the recommendation of the Relief Committee. 


43. A medical certificate shall be required in every 
case not under the immediate supervision of the Relief 
Committee. 


ASSESSMENTS. 


44. When an assessment is required for the Benefi-

FINES,

divulge the name of a brother who may think proper to 
speak or vote against a candidate, or make known the 
the business of the Lodge to any person not a member 
of the order, or who shali abuse or attempt to abuse the 
benevolent intentions of the order; or who shall be guilty 
of fraud, convicted of any crime amounting to a fe’ony 
or a serious or disgraceful misdemeanor before any crim- 
inal court and been convicted; or shall enter the Lodge 
room in a state of intoxication, shall have charges pre- 
ferred against him for conduct unbecoming a member 
of the order, and be liable to censure, suspension or ex- 
pulsion from the order as the Lodge may by vote deter- 
mine, after a fair and impartial trial. -

OPENING OF THE LODGE. 


1 The M. W. having taken the chair, the offieers and 
members, elothed in their regalia. shall take their re- 
apective seats, and at the sound of the gavel there will 
be general silenee. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


2 The order of business laid down in the Ritual shall 
be followed as the establised rule but this order may be 
suspended when oecasinn requires, by the M. W.. with 
the general consent of the Lodge, or by a majority vote; 
but in any event al} the Leads of business must be eall- 
ed at a regular meeting of the Lodve before adjournment 
takes place. 


THE MASTER WORKMAN. 


3. The M. W. shall preserve order and pronounce the 
decisions of the Lodge on all subjeets. He shall decide 
questions of law, subject to an appeal to the Grand 
Lodge or the Grand Master Workman, and questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Lodge by any two 
members. 


4. The M. W. shall decide questions of order without 
debate, but he may ask for and hear remarks upon sueh 
questions, if he so desire, before giving his decision. 


5. The M. W. is entitled to vote in an election for of- 
ficers, or on balloting for candidates When the mem- 
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bers of the Lodge are equally divided on any question, 
he has the easting vote. 


6. The M. W. wishing tospeak upon cr debate any 
question befere the Ledge, must call the Foreman to the 
chair, before so Coing. 


7. In the absence of the M. W. and Foremaf for the 
evenirg,a P «i. W. wiil presile. 


APPEALS ON QUESTIONS OF ORDER. 


8. Any two members may take an appeal from the 
decision of the chair upon a question of order, when the 
question before the Ledve shall be ‘‘Shall the decision 
of the chair stand as the julgment of the Lodge?” 


9. Onan appeal on a question of order, the M. W. 
ean speak without leaviny his station and no member 
slall speak more than once. 


DECORUM IN THE LODGE. 


10. During the reading of the minutes, or communi- 
cations, bills or other papers. and when an officer or 
member is speaking, or the M. W,. is putting a question, 
aileuce must be maintained in the Lodge. 


11. Any member who shull conduct himself in xu dis- 
orderly mauner in the Lodge, and shall refuse to obey 
the Presiding Officer when calied to order, may be ex- 
cluded from the Lodge 1oom for the evening, and after- 
wards dealt with as the Lodge may provide. 


ORDER IN DEBATE. 
12. If two or more members rise to speak at the same 


lime, the M. W> shall decide which is entitled to the 
floor. 
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138. Each member speaking on any questeon,shai] stand 
and respectfully address the M. W., confine himself to 
the question before the Lodge, and avoid all personali- 
ties and indecorous language. 


i4. A member shall not be interrupted while speaking, 
except to call him to crder, or for the purpose of ex- 
planation, or on a question of privilege. 


15. If a member be called to order while speaking, he 
shali at once take his s_at until the qnestion of order-is 
determined. If decided against him he shall not pro- 
ceed without the consent of thc Lodge. 


i6. No memb2y shall speak more than once upon the 
same subject or question, until all wishing to speak up- 
on it have had an opportunity to do so, nor more than 
twice without p:rmission of the Lodge. 


17. No member shall disturb another when speaking. 
unless to cill him to order, nor stand up to interrupt 
him, nor pass between him and the chair, or leave the 
hall while he is speaking. : 


18, Every member speaking shall designate any offieer 
or member spoken of, by his proper rank and'title in the - 
Order. : 


19. The consequences of a measure may be reprobated, 
but itis not in order to arraign the motives of those 
who advocate il, not to reflect upon the Lodge or its 
members, or the officers, or authorities of the Order.

consider, or to suspend the rules, cannot be amended. 


MOTIONS NOT DEBATABLE. 


33. The motions to adjourn. to lie on the table, for 
the previous question, and to take up a subject which 
has been laid upon the table are not subjeci to bebate. 


SUBSIDIARY MOTIONS, 


34, When a principal question is before the Lodge, 
either of the following motions may be applied to it; 
to lie on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
pone to a certain time, to commit, to amend, or to post- 
pene indefinitely, which motions. shall severally haye 
precedencs in the order here arranged 


~IE ON THE TABLE. 


35. The motion to lit on the table takes precedence of 
all subsidiary motions, If adopted it sets aside the 
whole ‘subject before the Lodge, including pending 
amendments.
